Riddle was written in my own house, aod
slened by myself as a citizen, and had no con-
nection whatever with the Bureaun of Military
Justice. It was in Do sense a “recommenda-
tion,” and relther contained, nor was tntended
to eontain, any expression of confidence In the
genera! integrity or truthfulness: of Conover.
An examination of its laoguaze will show that
it was based solely on a principle of recognized
public policy, as applicable to the state of
tacts prosented by Mr. Riddle (important ser-
vices rgndered by Conover in the trial of Suar-
ratt), to which state of facts it was
confined, aud that it neither urged nor sug-
gested any deflinite Executive action.
